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WRITING DISPLAY DEVICE 

A writing display device in which magnet particles (5, 15) are 
each contained in each of small cells (4,12) formed from holes 

( 1 ) of a substantially flat support plate ( 2 ) . The support plate 

(2) is provided with a transparent front face plate (6) on the 
front side and a back face plate (3, 14) on the back side. Magnet 
particles (5, 15) are magnetized in the central axis direction 
to make different magnetic poles , i.e., the N-pole and the S-pole 
with different colors . Prior to writing, one side (e.g., N-pole 
side) of a magnet (7) is brought to contact with the front face 
plate (6) and slid over the entire face of the front face plate 
so that the magnet particles (5, 15) are lined up with the opposite 
pole (e.g., S-pole) facing the front face plate (6) and the 
entire face of the front face plate is colored with the color 
(e.g., black) of the pole (e.g., S-pole) of the magnet particles 
opposite to the pole of the magnet when viewed from the back 
plate side. Then, the pole of magnet particles is reversed at 
the area for writing using a magnet writing instrument ( 8 ) having 
the opposite magnetic pole (e.g., N-pole) to the pole of the 
above magnet (7) and form a writing is formed with the color 
(e.g. , white) of the reversed pole (e.g. , S-pole) of the magnet 
particles . 
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
